SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Robert E. Lee Statue 4

Removal Act’’. 5

SEC. 2. REMOVAL AND DISPOSAL OF MONUMENT. 6

Not later than 180 days after the date of the enactment 7

of this Act, the Secretary of the Interior, acting through the 8

Director of the National Park Service, shall remove and ap-9

propriately dispose of the Monument to General Robert E. 10

Lee at the Antietam National Battlefield.11
